Farmers now are getting ‘‘only 
39 cents out of every dollar spent 
for food in the retail store,”’ the 
smallest share since 1940, the de- 
partment said. The 39 cents com- 
pared with 42 cents in November, 
1954, and a peak of 53 cents in 
1945. 

‘“‘Pork and beef stand out as 
commodities for which marketing 
charges have continued to rise 
while too-abundant production 
drove down the farmer's price,’ 
the announcement said. ‘‘Con- 
sumer costs for pork and beef 
have declined less than the drop 
in farm prices. For potatoes, 
on the other hand, the price 
spread has been substantially 
narrowed.”’ 

The preliminary figures did not 
identify the makeup of the mar- 
keting margins, such as handling, 
packaging and labor.
